ATLANTA AP — A man who 
taid he might be killed for speak­ 
ing has signed a statem ent that 
the dynamiting of the Jewish tem ­ 
ple was planned last May at a 
meeting of an anti-Semitic orani- 
*ation in east Atlanta. 
Police saki the inform ant dic­ 
tated the statem ent in the pres­ 
ence of three officers late Monday 
ai bt but askd that his nam e be 
withheld because his home nlight 
bt’ bombed if the 
underground 
group learned what he had done. 
Sgt. M. W. Blackwell quoted the 
man as saying he attended the 
meeting 
at which plans were 
made for the bombing but that he 
objected to the use of dynamite 
and was not invited to attend la­ 
ter sessions. 
Between 40 and 50 sticks of 
dynam ite were set off early Sun­ 
day against a wall of the temple,

Rabbi Perplexed Over

PEORIA, III. (AP) 
A crude 
bomb hurled at the annex of a 
Jewish temple early today f e l l 
into an outside stairwell, exploded 
and shattered several windows in 
the three-story structure. 
Damage to the rear annex of 
the Anshai 
Emeth Temple was 
term ed “ very sm all” by Rabbi Jo­ 
seph Ginsberg, who serves the 
700-member congregation. No one 
was in the temple Or annex at the 
tim e, and there were no injuries. 
“Nothing like this has ever hap­ 
pened here before," s a i d Rabbi 
Ginsberg. 
“The 
local 
situation 
with regard to our relations with 
the community has always been 
very good.” 
Police said the bomb was fash­ 
ioned from a two-inch pipe sev­ 
eral inches long with a two-foot 
fuse attached. The stairwell where 
it landed k id s into the annex 
basement.

a.m.
